No Established Rule 
For Allocation 


Of Money

DES MOINES, Ia.—(INS)—W. 
H. Gemmill, secretary of the board 
of education, took the witness 
stand today in the second\ public 
hearing by the legislative commit- 
tee investigating the administra- 
tion of affairs at the University of 
Iowa. 

Gemmill traced the history of 
the Rockefeller fund by means of 
the minutes of the board of educa- 
tion meeting. ‘ . 

Considerable time was taken by 
Dennis Kelleher, attorney for the 
committee, in attempting to learn 
whether there were any set rules 
which specified who should allo- 
cate funds donated to state insti- 
tutions. 

Admits No Set Rules 

Gemmill stated that with the ex- 
ception of funds appropriated by 
the state, funds received from the 
United States and all donations 
for which a specific purpose is 
designated, were allocated by the 
finance committee of the board. 

The finance committee, he 
stated, makes such allocations by 
resolution to the board upon the 
written recommendation of the 
president of state educational in- 
stitutions. 

The finance committee does not 
act on institutions business except 
on the written recommendation of 
the president, he said. 

He admitted that there are no 
written or printed rules governing 
the situation. 

The committee recessed after an 
hour this morning so that the three 
senators on the committee might 
attend an important session of the 
senate. 

From the minutes of the board 
meetings Kelleher read the figures 
of Dr. Walter Jessup’s report as 
pent - university on the hand- 
ped i Rockefeller foundation 


Reviews Finances 

The total amount given to the 
university was $2,250,000, the min- 
utes of March 7, 1929, showed; In- 
terest on the investments of this 
amount was $161,808.30. 

To meet the cost of the new 
medical plant $1,803,040 were 
transferred to another fund, the 
report showed, leaving a balance 
in the hands of the university 
treasurer of $608,768.30. 

Jan. 12, 1929, the records showed 
that there was a balance of $159,- 
017.40 in the interest fund, $2,- 
790,90 having been taken from this 
fund to defray the costs of dedi- 
cation of the hospital. 

The balance remaining in the 
permanent interest fund of $159,- 
017.40 was transferred to a per- 
manent trust fund to be loaned 
with the understanding that in- 
terest. derived therefrom was to be 
used for medical research.

Norton, county coroner, and asked 
that an autopsy be conducted. Drs.

The 
coroner declared today that during 
the investigation a peculiar oder 
was noticed. He,also said that the 
girl was pregnant, the investigation 
revealed.

It is declared by certain:scientists 
that there is no case. on record 
where tuberculosis, contracted by 
a human being, has been the result 
of drinking tubercular cow’s mi 
There are, however, arguments by 
other physicians to the contrary. 

Ask Test of Milk 

The farmers of Cedar county, and 
others who are fighting the injus- 
tice of a doubtful test, are eager 
that the testing be done by testing 
the cow’s milk. This method, it is 
claimed, would cost both the farm- 
er and the state much less than the 
present system. ° 

It is claimed that a great many 
city people, who hear of the farmers 
resisting the present test, are under 
the impression that the farmers are 
not in favor of healthy milk. The 
farmers, they say, desire pure milk 
to be placed on the market but in 
the test they wish only the health- 
iest serum used and they believe 
that the only fair way to make a 
tubercular test is by examining the 
milk instead of the cow.

FAMOUS DRY

Supreme Court Says 
Amendment Is 
Specific 


WASHINGTON,— (INS)— Pro<« 
hibition is legal 

By unanimous vote, the United 
States supreme court today held 
the 18th (prohibition) amendment 
to be valid, and endorsed the prac- 
tice of ratifying constitutional 
amendments by state legislatures, 

Clark Decision Reversed 

It thus reversed the decision of 
Judge Wm. T. Clark, the young 
New Jersey jurist, who startled 
the country last December by rul- 
ing that the amendment was in- 
valid because it.had never been 
properly ratified. Judge Clark’s de- 
cision contended that the amend- 
ment should have been ratified by 
state constitutional conventions be- 
cause it involved a transfer of po- 
un peunye to the federal govern- 

The high court’s decision 
rendered by Justice Owen J. Rob- 
erts, the junior member of - the 
court, and all the othes concurred, 

Justi . tae. a 

stice held 
Clark erred when he based hie aoe 
cision “upon the theories of poli- 
tical science” rather than on the 
cold law of the case. 

The constitution, Judge Roberts 
said, provides two methods of 
ratifying the amendments—one by 
referring it to the state legislatures 
and one to state constitutional con- 
ventions. Congress has the power 
to make the choice he said. 

The decision of Judge Clark and 
argument of attorneys, Justice 
Roberts said, asked the supreme 
court to read something into the 
amendment that is not there. He 
asserted the question of proper, 
ratification had been considered by 
the court in its original decision in 
1920 upholding the 18th amend- 
ment, although it wag. directly

While attorneys sup; ing the 
Clark decision said pre the 18th 
amendment took away powers not 
taken by any other amendment, 
Justice Roberts’ denied this. Sev- 
eral other amendments, notably 
those affecting negroes, are similar, 
he asserted. 

The historic decision was the 
first read of many handed down 
after a three week’s recess. 

Justice Roberts read it in even 
tones with little emphasis. 

The 250 lawyers and spectators 
crowded in the small court room, 
listened intently to the reading. 
There was hardly a stir during the 
recital. wo 

, The Opinion 

Chief Justice Hughes took no 
part in the case because he signed 
a@ brief during ccnsideration of the 
amendment in 1920, upholding its 
validity. 

The findings in the opinion in- 
clude: . 

“The United States prosecutes 
this appeal from an order of .the 
district court quashing an indict- 
ment which charged appellees 
with unlawful transportation and 
possession of intoxicating liquors in 
violation of the national p bi- 
tion act. 

“That court held that the 18th 
amendment by authority of which 
the statute was enacted not 
been retified so as to become part 
of the constitution. ; 

“The appellees contended in the 
court below and here that notwith- 
standing the plain language of 
article V, conferring upon the con- 
gress the choice of method of rati- 
fication, as between action by legis- 
latures and by conventions, this 
amendment could only be ratified 
by the latter. 

Article V Clear 

“The United States asserts that 
Article V is clear in statement and 
in meaning, contains no ambiguity 
and calls for no resort to rules on 
construction. A mere reading dem- 
onstrates that this is true. It pro- 
vides two methods for proposing 
amendments. Congress may pro- 
pose them by a vote of two-thirds 
of both houses; or on the applica- 
tion of the legislatures of two-thirds 
of the states, must call a conven- 
tion to propose them. Amendments 
proposed in either way become @ 
part of the constitution (when 
ratified by legislatures of three- 
fourths of the several states or by 
conventions in three-fourths as the 
one or the other mode of ratifica- 
tion may be proposed by the con- 


gress). 

“The choice therefore of the 
mode of ratification lies in the sole 
discretion of congress.

AGAIN BROKEN 


Free Lodging Given 
47 Homeless Men 
Monday Night 


The city last night furnished 
lodging to 47 homeless men, thus 
breaking all pre.'ious records. Last 
night’s figure exceeds by 10 the 
number housed Sunday _ night, 
which figure in turn exceeded the 
record set five years ago when 36 
men were sheltered in one night. 

The attendance last night ex- 
ceeded the capacity of the city 
bummery, and the juvenile jail and 
matron’s room were pressed into 
service to house the overflow. Most 
of the men said they had come to 
Muscatine to get work on the pipe 
line, which will not employ a large 
number of additional men for sev- 
eral weeks. 

“These men tell me Muscatine 
has the best bui.mery in the coun- 
try,” Chief of Police Mark Taylor 
said today. “They come from miles 
around to sleep here. Our guests 
have a great time. There is a 
shower bath and most of them use 
it. Also, we disinfect the room every 
morning. We make a time limit 
of three days for each man so no 
one will spend the winte: here, but 
few stay three days.” 

The men sleep on the concrete 
floor of the bummery until about 
7 a. m., when they leave. Few of 
them find work here, but go on to 
other cities.

Of 
course that man has no social standing, he is an outlaw, and 
everybody is anxious to have him incarcerated in jail— 
especially if he jimmies a bank safe—for a term as long as 


forty years. We punish men 


for highway robbery and if 


they should be armed with dangerous weapons they find 
themselves confronting jail sentenges of upward of a quarter 
of a century. We punish men for forgery and they must 


submit to imprisonment. 


Yet in the field of investment, 


which is so fruitful of wide-spreading fraud and deception, 


where money comes easy and 


reaches the pockets of gentle- 


men of social standing, we let the perpetrators of fraud go 


scot-free.” 


At this point Senator Blaine read a lettér from a salesman 
in Baltimore which stated in part: 

“My entire family connections are republican and I have 
always been a conservative, but conditions have gotten so 
that I believe, like millions of others, than conditions must 
be changed very soon. If some of the stand-pat, mossback, 
administration crowd could hear the remarks of hundreds 
as I have heard them, they would realize there is a storm 


overhead, likely to break at_any time. 


What is wanted is 


some concrete remedy to rectify these conditions, to get back 


to a real democracy as the 


country was founded—some 


legislation to prevent a few from having all the wealth, with 


the vast majority starving.” 
‘Senator Blaine-continued: 


“That is not directly upon the question I am discussing, but 


the question I am discussing is 


merely an accumulation of the 


wrongs the people suffer. When you destroy what has be- 
come known as the middle class in this country, the men afd 


women who have savings of a 


few thousand dollars, a home, 


perhaps a job, an occupation—when you permit criminal 
rascality, through deceit and misrepresentation, to take the 
last dollar of their life savings, you can make up your ming 
that those men and women who have red blood in their veins 
recognize the potency of the Declaration of Independence.” 

This was reported in the Congressional Record Saturday. 
Being official, it shows effectively the need of curbing high- 


handed financial methods, built on watered stocks, inflated 
valuations, that throw the people’s savings into the Wall 
street hoppers for-securities worth froma small part of the 
represented value down to nothing. 


People are beginning to realize these facts. 


Unless there 


is a marked improvement in congress in the next few years, 
in devising methods of control over the big monied inter- 
ests, the great MIDDLE CLASS will throw its support 
against these interests and right will gain the ascendency as 


it always does eventually.

Wisconsin Goes Forward 

They are paving the way for some important legislation up 
in Wisconsin that promises to save the people’ millions of 
dollars annually. Iowa, which has been looking over the 
laws of other states, could profit by taking a slant at reports 
from Madison saying that the legislature will approve Gov- 
ernor La Follette’s plan to amend the constitution so that 
the state can enter the public utility business. 

“The assembly passed a resolution to this effect, 85 to 4, 
which had alreatly been adopted by the senate. If this and 
the next legislature approve the resolution, and it wins in a 
referendum, the state cénstitution will be changed so as to 
permit Wisconsin recapturing water power projects now un- 


der private development. 


This legislative move is only one of several which shows 


the hand writing on the wall. 


It bears out the prediction of 


Bainbridge Colby that some day the power companies are 
going to learn that they cannot conduct their business as if 
it were “‘a private exploitative enterprise, issuing securities 
as fast as they can be absorbed with the resultant burden to 
the consumer of higher rates, charging as much as the traffic 
will bear, achieving all the economics which the march of 
science makes possible in construction and operation, and 


converting those savings into profits for bankers and a 


‘killing’ for the insiders.”

No better plan has yet been devised to teach people how 
to spend their income intelligently than by establishing a 


monthly budget. Thousands 


of people have found this out 


by adapting their household expenses to a fixed sum which 


permits a definite part of the income to go into savings.

The re- 
action in the body is not always 
known. The patient has to be the 
goat in order that observation may 
show whether the patient has any 
change of condition, (one morbid 
condition, to another) or whether 
‘he has vitality enough to outlast 
the drug as well as the disease. 

To make these articles as helpful 
as possible most of the technical 
terminolgy has been omitted when- 
ever it could be done. The one 
who needs help the most is the 
everyday fellow and his family. His 

}| time is limited, his hours of re- 
| creation are few and to help him 
| get the most benefit, the informa- 
| tion written for him must be such 
that he can understand it without 
parking Webster’s dictionary under 
his elbow. 

When a fellow has a pain he 
isn’t in any mood to learn English 
or Latin. He wants practical help 
with results and without harmful 
after effects. When a man is tied 
in figure eight knots because his 
stomach is disturbed with gas, he 
isn’t going to thank you for telling 
him he is suffering from “flatul- 
ence.” He wants relief, and if he 
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can get it through simple harmless 
measures, without taking concotions 
that will ruin his digestion, he will 
thank you. A doctor should be one 
who inspires confidence, and who 
has patience, sympathy, and under- 
standing. Results are best obtain- 
ed when we have cooperation bet- 
ween doctor and patient. Coopera- 
tion cannot exist without under- 
standing and knowledge. The doc- 
tor must know the condition of 
his patient; the doctor must also, 
as a rule, explain this condition to 
the patient. There may be times, 
in a real serious illness, when ex- 
planations to a patient are a waste 
of time, and often harmful, but to 
the ones who are half-sick and are 
undecided what to do, a friendly 
chat makes the patient feel that he 
isn’t so dumb. 

When you secure service from a 
drugless doctor you are given to 
understand that it isn’t so much 
what is given you that cures, as it 
is the fact that you have, constant- 
ly, within your own body, the pow- 
er to regain and maintain health. 

Guidance, kindly encouragement, 
and information as to how one 
should live to retain the bountiful 
health provided by nature is what 
humanity needs today. Education 
along these lines to counteract the 
commercial propaganda is needed to 
make people think for themselves. 

Fear of germs, ready to pounce 
upon one and devour them has 
such a hold upon the thoughts of 
the masses of people today that 
they are constantly placing the 
body in a subjective condition for 
serious illness every time they have 
a@ pain. 

This does not mean that a person 
should neglect themselves. On 
the contrary, these pains and aches 
should be taken as warning signs, 
not with fear, but as signals for us} 
to turn off onto another® road; 
check up on our physical condition 
as we would if we heard a knock 
in our automobile. 

Eternal vigilence, backed by or- 
dinary commonsense, and informa- 
tion secured from sources which 
give logical reasons for their argu- 
ments; reasons which app. al to you, 
and coincide with the simple laws 
of nature, will life humanity up 
into the sunshine of a new era of |

Just as Much Sense. 
To Ban Fish, Says 
Educator 


DETROIT.—(INS)— The liquor 
question was dropped plumblike 
into the lap of the sixty-first an- 
nual corivention of the Nativnal 
Educational association here to- 
day despite apparent attempts to 
ignor or evade prohibition discus- 
sion. 

Dr. Daniel S. Kealey, superin- 
tendent of the schools of Hobogen, 
N. J., exploded the unwelcome bomb 
when he presented a resolution 
charging that prohibition was— 
“the root of all evils,” and that 
“the cause of the evils shouid be 
eliminated.” 

“Condition’s couldn’t be worse,” 
said Dr. Kealey in commenting on 
his prohibition resolution. ‘“Rac- 
keteering is rampant aid it i8 not 
fair to tempt our youth with pos- 
sibilities of graft.” 

In support of his paper, which 
will come before the resolutions 
committee late this afternoon, 
Kealey sounded the unemployment 
problem, He said: 

“If the Eighteenth amendment 
were repealed today it would mean 
that we could put 1,000,000 men 
back to work. 

“The government might just as 
easily take away fish, or ice cream, 
as they have liquor. It is not legal, 
yet it is done.”
